The number of miles of such railroad or telegraph line in 
the Territory of Wyoming, and the number of miles of 
the same in each organized county therein.

If 
the return aforesaid be not received by said auditor by 
the third day of July, he shall thereupon proceed to Audltor t0 
obtain the facts and information aforesaid, in any manner assess. 
that may appear most likely to secure the same eorrectly , 
and for that purpose may address a written communica- 
tion to the corporation, or to some officer of the 
corporation who has failed or refused to make the return 
aforesaid. As soon as practicable after the auditor has 
received said return, or procured the information required 
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to b6 set forth in said return, a meeting of the Territorial 
board of equalization, consisting of the governor, Terri-

Ah Act to Provide for Elections, the Manner of Conducting the Same, and 
for Other Purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Council and House of Representatives of 
the Territory of Wyoming:

Whereas, Th'e sum of four dollars for members and 
6ix dollars for the presiding officers, only,; were appro- 
priated at the session of congress; they therefore pray 
that a bill be passed.providing for the deficiency, amount 
ing to the sum of three thousand three hundred and 
sixty ($3,360.00) dollars. They also represent that by an 
act of congress the number of members of the council 
was reduced to twelve and of the house to twenty-tour, 
and they represent that even numbers in each house may 
be an obstruction to legislation and that the addition of 
one member to each house or that the members of the 
council be made thirteen and of the house twenty-three, 
would be more practicable. 

They also represent that the pay of the rnernbers.of the 
legislature is but on a par with the watchman and messen- 
ger, and suggest, that as intelligence is, or should be,arequi- 
sito of membership, that six dollars per day for services 
rendered, by most of them away from home, and at great 
expense in an expensive country, might secure more 
intelligent legislation, thain would the piy of a day 
laborer, and they also suggest that law, to be binding in 
a territory, must be as intelligently drafted as the laws 
that bind the people of a state or of the United States. 
They also represent that certain officers have always 

)wwi im<l now are, vouognw^ w mmmy <4ju»ct» to 
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legislative bodies whether national, state or territorial, 
and that in small legislative bodies, limited in time as 
our Territorial legislatures, some are even more neces- 
sary, such as an engrossing clerk and enrolling clerk, as 
the fewer the numbers of the members, the less time is 
occupied in debates, and the more rapidly bills are passed 
requiring engrossment and enrollment. 

They also suggest that if a sergeant at arms is requi- 
site, a door keeper is equally necessary, while the ser- 
geant at arms is bringing in members under a call of the 
house, and they suggest that the persons composing the 
membership of Territorial legislatures are of the same 
human family as are members of congress and state 
legislatures and liable to be absent when their presence 
is required in the legislative halls. 

Your memorialist, therefore, respectfully ask your 
honorable bodies for relief in the premises and request as 
lenislators, to be treated in the same mode as other 
legislators.

£utoSie n fe|££ Territory of Wyoming, respectfully represent 
l^V^otSie pnblic lands in Wyoming are largely of a class 
nnbiiciau^riito the successful prosecution of agriculture ; but are 
ritory 11 g w * peculiarly adapted to all pastoral purposes. Iii conse- 
quence of this fact, large portions of the Territory have 
already been occupied by persons engaged in stock 
raising in its various branches in which business a consid- 
erable amount of capital has been invested, yielding the 
most ample returns upon the investments. The very 
profitable nature of the stock raising business is con- 
stantly adding new accessions of capital to that industry, 
so that in a brief period the entire territory r will be 
occupied by those engaged in that pursuit. 

Your memorialists would further respectfully represent 
that the laws of the United States, i i relation to the 
disposition of the public lands, are wholty unsuited to 
the requirements of a country such as this, and need such 
reasonable modification and ^imendrnent as will adapt 
them to the circumstances which are peculiar to our 
location- and situation. 

The arid character of the soil and climate in this region 

of country renders it indispensably necessary that all 

• occupants of the pubiio landa should* have* a legal right 
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of free recess and approach to the water courses of the 
country. 

The uplands aud .'.'divides" situate at a distance from 
the streams arc covered with a luxuriant growth of rich 
and nutritious grasses but are comparatively worthless 
for »ny of the purposes of use and occupation unless the 
occupants can obtain some legal right to pass over adja- 
cent lands to water courses. 

The lands along the streams are being rapidly occupied 
and inclosed under present laws, whereby all access 
thereto is prevented. All this results in giving to those 
who have been fortunate to obtain prior rights to the 
lauds along the streams, a monopoly of the use of the 
uplands and "divides" without the necessity of purchas- 
ing the same, and prevents that complete occupation of 
the country which is essential to its best and most suc- 
cessful development. The present state of affairs retards 
the growth of the Territory by effectually excluding 
settlement. from the larger part of the public domain and 
renders, it impossible for the United States to make any 
disposition of the greater part of its lands iti this 
^Territory. 

The evil here adverted to, grows in magnitude in 
proportion as the lands adjacent to the water courses are 
occupied and enclosed under the present laud policy of 
the government, and such occupancy and inclosure are 
daily becoming more extensive, so that it is but a 
question 9f a very short time, if a prompt remedy be 
not afforded by congress, when the w r hole Territory will 
be in the virtual possession and use of those few persons 
who have title to the small fractions of the land along 
the streams. 

Your memorialists believe that congress, in its control 
over the public domain and the disposition thereof, has 

. ample power to provide a remedy for the grievance which 
thus grows under the operation of existing laws, and that 
this power ought now* to be exercised before vested rights 

-have accrued. 

We believe that the water courses of the country ought 
to be. 00 controlled by proper legislation that they can be 
ipade, available for the common and equal benefit, so far 
as possible, of all persons who may choose to occupy and 
improve any part of the public domain and that legisla- 
tion which would secure such benefit to all alike, would 
be to the mutual advantage of the United. States and of 
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the Territory of Wyoming; that such legislation would 
result in a large increase of our population and in the 
highest developments of the resources and capacities of 
this region of country at an early day. 

Your memorialists, tl^ereibre, most respectfully and 
humbly pray your honorable bodies that the subject 
herein presented may receive your early and respectful 
consideration and attention and that such legislation as is 
herein suggested may be adopted at an early day.

Shoshone and Bannock 
Indians, and that said citizens valued the same arid had 
in good faith settled thereon to hold and use the same 
and had at great risk of their lives improved said ranches 
by erecting houses and stables, constructing fences and 
extensive irrigating ditches and had ploughed up a great 
portion of the soil of said ranches and cultivated the same 
and had at various times defended their property and 
lives against bands of warlike and hostile savages and 
have suffered the loss of numerous valuable horses, mules 
and cattle, which have been driven away by bands of 
hostile Indians, that by the Imposition of the aforesaid 
Indian reservation upon them,, these citizens were 
expelled from these lands or compelled to desist from 
further improvements of the same and that their rights 
to remuneration for the improvements which they were 
thus compelled to abandon have been recognized by the 
congress of the United States but by reason of a failure 
to provide money to pay for the same, their claims still 
exist. That the amounts of these several claims allowed 
as above were fixed by the arbitrary decision of one per. 
son and he an ascent of the United States to the Shoshone 
and Bannock Indians, Dr. James Irvine, and that such 
valuation was very much less than the actual cost of 
making the improvements, thus inflicting great damage 
and pecuniary loss upon these settlers. That we, y©ur 
memorialists, do request that congress; do immediately 
provide for submitting the claims of these people to a 
"board of arbitration," of three persons, one chosen by
